Along the front in Northern P ica rd y a battle, which seems to be 
one of the greatest of the war, has developed. 
Disaster is reported 
threatening the whole German arm y on this front, and the Germans 
are throw ing great masses of men in the struggle in hope of check­ 
ing the tide of battle, which dispatches to British headquarters say 
is setting against them. 


From the north end of the battle line at Borry-Becquerelle. Boy- 
elles and Gom iecourt come tidings of a British advance.

British Pressing Ahead. 
London, Aug. 23.— The battle is now being fought on a line be­ 
tween Lisons, south of the Somme, to 
he CojeuS river, southeast of 
Arras, on a front of more than tw en ty five 
miles, according to the 
official statement. 
The British troops are m aking progress at a number of points, 
the statem ent says, and adds that two *.nemy attacks east of Beau­ 
coup were repulsed during the night. 
On the Lys front, the state­ 
ment says, the British line was slightly advanced east of Le Tourst, 
northeast of Neus Berquein and cast of Outtersteen. 
The British third arm y has gnined more than a mile on a front 
of more than seven miles.
